The.committee voted to hold the Pro- 
gressive National Convention in Chicago 
on June'7, at the same time as the Re- 
publiéan Convention.. ,Candidates did 
not figure in the discussions of the 
committee. 

Every State in the Union but one was 
represented at the meeting, which was 
held in the Florentine Room of the Con- 
gress Hotel, the room in which Colonel 
Roosevelt made daily speeches to his 
followers at the time of the 1912 Re- 
publican Convention.

The Declaration in Brief. 


The declaration of principles adopted 
attacks the Wilson Administration for 
“‘failure to deal adequately with na- 
tional honor and industrial welfare,’’ de- 
clares that the supreme duty in the 
present hour of crisis is ‘* to protect 
American institutions and American 
standards of justice,’’ goes upon record 
for preparedness, military, economic, 
agricultural, and industrial, calis for 
leadership of the highest order and most 
courageous character in tne approaching 
campaign, and concludes with thé pro- 


gal that the Progressives and Repub- 
icans nominate the same’ Presidential 
candidate and adopt the same platform, 
asserting that if such a movement sho! 
fail the responsibility would not rest wi 
the Progressives and that the 4,000,000 
Americans who cast their ballots for 
Roosevelt in 1912 again would rally to 
resist machine domination. 

Tne Declaration asserts that while 
willing to consider points not of su-

Mayor and Park Commissioner 
Doubtful About Letting In 
the Shakespeare Masque. 


A YEAR TO REPAIR DAMAGE 


Mr. Van tngen’s Estimate of the 
Loss to Central Park—Suggests 
Van Cortlandt Instead. 


The question of opening Central Park 
to the Committee om the Shakespeare 
Tercentenary Celebration for the presen- 
tation of- a Community Masque there in 
the last week’of May held the attention 
of city officials yesterday.

Mayor Mitchel said he had been too 
busy to give the matter much attention. 
It had beén suggested to him to allow the 
masque to be presénted in the Park, he 
said, but he had not had time to take the 
matter up seriously, as he had been busy 
testifying before the Brown Legislative 
Committee. and with other matters, The 
Mayor. will Probably have a conference 
with Park Commissioner Ward on the 
subject today. The Mayor added- that 
the matter had been brought to his atten- 
tion-by George McAneny as President of

IRISH TO SUPPORT 
CONSCRIPTION BILL 


Redmond Announces His Sub- 
mission to the Will of the 
British Public. 


CARSON’S PLEA TO IRELAND 


Urges Her Leaders to Demand 
Her Inclusion—Labor M. P. 
Rebukes ‘‘Anti’’ Colleague. 


Government’s Compulsion Bill dwindled 
t0 a meagre, handful in Parliament to- 
day, and predictions in the lobby of 
the House of Commons tonight were 
that the vote.on the second reading to- 
morrow would find little more than 
twenty or thirty in opposition, as con- 
trasted with 105 onthe first reading. 

The Irish Nationalists today an- 
nounced abandonment of their opposi- 
tion in view of the fact that the bill 
does not apply to Ireland, John Red- 
mond, in making this announcement, 
pointed out that they. had made their 
protest against it, but now. recognized 
that the measure had the support of 
an overwhelming majority of British 
representatives in the House. He &x- 
pressed the hope that the bill would 
be passed quickly. 

Mr. Redmond intervened early in 
the debate, having gone directly to Par- 
liament from a meeting of the Irish 
Party.. He quickly ranged himself and 
his followers once more on the side of 
the Government. Even the opponents.of 
the bill, he-said, admitted it was receiv- 
ing the support of a large majority of 
the public of the United Kingdom. 

Mr. Redmond added that the majority 
in favor of the bill in the vote on first 
reading, excluding the Irish members, 
wags 10 to 1, and that under these cir- 
cumstances he and his colleagues could 
not take the responsibility of any further 
opposition.

HUGE GERMAN 
LOSS AT MASSIGRS 


French Say the Champagne Of- 
fensive Cost Three-fifths of 
the Attacking Force. 


GAINED ONLY 100 YARDS 


They Stormed Heights in 
Four Successive: Waves.

PARIS, Jan. 11.—“ The, Germans at- 
tacked on scarcely a smaller scale than 
we did last September. They fought 
desperately, but our artillery was in- 
vincible. We gained. a really important 
victory.” 

Thus a\ French Captain who was 
wounded. early yesterday morning de- 
scribes the recent fighting in Cham- 
pagne, of the extent and importance of 
which Paris rs still without. realization. 

The German bombarement, beginning 
Saturday-morning, increased steadily in 
intensity—in the last twelve hours 400,— 
000 shells, many ‘of them containing as- 
phyxiating gas, fell on the. eight-mile 
front from La. Courtine to the western] 
slopes of ‘‘ The Hand” of Massiges— 
until Monday morning, when the in- 
fantry attacked. 

The enemy “first launched a strong at- 
tack on the hill forming the western 
** finger ’’ of Massiges, and the defend- 
ers’ fire rolled then’ shattered: down the 
slopes. Then, against the five-mile front 
between ‘‘ the hand” and La Courtine, 
40,000 Germans charged, no longer in 
solid columns, but in four successive 
waves on the French system. 

**It was a repetition:of our September 
offensive,”” said my informant, ‘‘ with 
the difference that we had then silenced 
their artillery and machine guns, while 
now ours maintained the supremacy.” 

Under ‘the fire of the French ‘* seventy- 
«the assault melted away. A 
mere fraction. of the attacking. force 
reached the holes in the French. wire 
torn by the bombardment and occupied 
some 300 qerds of front trenches, which 
were mostly recaptured in French coun- 
terattaeks. 

With fully three-fifths of his 60,000 
soldiers taking part in the battle killed 
and wounded, General von Einem paid 
dearly for the hundred yards of French 


trenches representing the net gains of 
the offensive.

REICHSTAG HEARS 


Committee Reports Existing 
Supplies Adequate, if Prop- 
erly Husbanded. 


LIEBKNECHT . |S - SNUBBED 


President Refuses to Entertain His

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SAY PERSIA’S BOILER 
MAY HAVE BLOWN UP 


Navy Experts Base Internal Ex- 
plosion Theory on Affidavits 
of Several Survivors.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11:~—The possibil- 
ity that the British liner Persia, which 


sank in five minutes, with heavy loss of 


life, forty miles southeast of Crete on 
Dec. 13, may Have been sunk -by an in- 
ternal explosion rather than by.-torpedo 
attack, is beifig considéred in official 
circles here on the basis of some of the 
affidavits of sufvivors. These affida- 
vits are now coming into the State De- 
partment from the American Consuls at 
Malte and Alexandria, who obtained 
Sworn statements from survivors on 
their arfival at those places. 

The internal explosion theory is based 
on assertions that the explosion was ac- 
companied by much steam and smoke, 
which rushed into the dining saloon and 
other parts of the vessel: While there 
is no positive evidence that the Persia 


‘was destroyed’ by a -boilér, explosion, 


there is just as much evidence in faver 
of this theory as there is in support of 
the presumption that the vessel was de- 
stroyed by a submarine. 

One of the affidavits which might be 
regarded as indicating that there had 
been a boiler explosion was that of 
Charles H. Grant of Boston, manager 
of the Vacuum Oil Company of Cai- 
cutta, the only American survivor of 
the tragedy.

ALBANY, Jan. 11.—State Superintend- 
ent of Prisons John B. Riley has had 
‘his day in court. For two hours'and a 
half this afternoon his case was up for 
consideration before Governor Whitman 
in the Executive Chamber, which was 
jammed with. an eager crowd of office 
holders, legislators, and curiosity seek- 
ers, who had come expecting sensa- 
tional developments. 

Through his counsel, ex-Senator Ed- 
gar Truman Brackett of Saratoga, Su- 
perintendent. Riley filed a formal .an- 
swer, em ying a complete denial of 
the charges of Tmiscondue in office pre- 
ferred ainst. him by the Governor, 
after:he had fail to tender his resig- 
nation In complia with a peremptory 
demand. 

Before the hearing began it was gen- 
erally expected that it would end with 
the summary removal of Riley after his 
defense had beén heard. This expecta- 
tion was not realized because of "Ot the 
formal demand made upon the Governor 
by Mr. Brackett that his client be con- 
fronted. with and haye an opportunity 
to cross-examine the witnesses on whose 
statements to the Governor the charges 
against him were based. 

The Governor would aes consent to an 
oral, examination of witnesses and - 
gested that Tiger's pen of the case.

Prackett insiste@® that these be 
sworn, in order that the statute de- 
fining rjury might be applied to the 
depositions.

‘to the withdrawal of the suit until their 
affairs have been satisfactorily adjusted 
with the International League. This at- 
titude by the Federal Leaguers, who are 
now opposing the International’ Léague, 
may result in more complications in 
baseball before peace is declared by all | 
parties concerned.

‘Invasion for theatrical, artistic, mili- 
tary, and.a thousand other purposes 
has been defeated by the force of pub- 
lie opinion many times since 1857, and 
it must be Héfeated now. The Mayor 
has no power to throw’the Park open 
any wider, that would be impossible. 
What is meant is that the’ Mayor has 
consented to close part of it at the be- 
hest of the Shakespeare Festival Com- 
mittee. He denies that. he has done 
this;:. we deny his authority. to do 
it. .We shall employ all the force of 
argument to prevent him from doing it. 
In the sense In which Mr. Kaun em- 
ploys the word, Art must not enter the 
Park with intent to stay there. The 
opponents of Park invasion are not 
asicep. They heve had timely warn- 
ing: We hope that the Shakespeare 
committee. will.see the desirability of 
revising the program so as to place the 
performances of the Masque elsewhere.

“VOID OF ACTUALITY.” 

The Government -was beaten-in the 
shipping trust prosecution because 
the restraint: of trade was found rea- 
sonable by the lowér court, although 
geome ‘practices by the trust were 
found unreasonable and were. ordered 
discontinued. On appeal by the Gov- 
ernment: the decision jn favor of the 
trust was dismissed, because the case 
has become “ void of actuality.” The 
war has smashed the trust, and there 
remains nothing to decide except a 
moot,.point, which the court. declares 
that. it will not decide, That is a 
blessed phrase, almost worthy to rank 
with the rule of reason. ‘How many 
other prosecutions are “void “of 
actuality ’’ from the point-of view of 
the public interest? How. many of 
them express merely professional am- 
bitions, or political candidacies, or 
pandering to popular prejudice: by 
those ‘whose duty it is to combat it? 
\ It is the right of democracy to have 
itee]f ruled in that “manner, if it 
really wants it so, but it would be 
better for‘democracy to recognize that 
some .things cannet be settled by 
votes. There is a power above 
democracy as much .as democracy is 
above its elected rulers, Democracy 
suffers by ite mistakes. because it 
tekes. such a lot of punishment: be- 
fore they are admitted, and because 
it Is necessary to repeat the lesson so

The ‘ignorance of the ‘generality of 
young men at college is charmingly 
incredible, They have. studied and 
read few books. History, outside of 
a@ compendium of American, and per- 
haps Greek and Roman, . history, 
stuffed -with dates 
dreary and indigestible; art, politics, 
geography, some confused remem- 
brances of school atlases and maps; 
science, most of the record of human 
achievement, are unknown to them. 
They have forgotten, so able are most 
of our schools, most of the. little 
learned there. They have not yet ac- 
quired, most of them, the main ad- 
vantage of the college mental train- 
ing, the art of knowing how to know. 
Some scheme. and skeleton of knowl- 
edge, to be filled out later, they are 
beginning to get. They will learn,too 
—the young gentlemen of’ Brunswick 
and New ¥ork haven't learned it yet— 
to know accurately, not to pretend to 
know What they don’t. But every 
examiner is aware of the want of 
concentration, the mental confusion, 
the reluctant working of the brain, 
that are so common among the vic- 
tims .of college examinations. It 
takes time, except in the case of 
brilliant minds, to learn how to pass 
an_examination. Mistakes of haste 
are common. In an examination 
which “doesn’t count,” like this war 
examination, possibly the temptation 
© “kid the Professor,” wasn’t wholly 
wanting. 

And these uninformed young men 
have their books.and lectures to at- 
tend to. They are busy getting a 
living, ‘some of them. 
photography and other hobbies, so- 
ciety, the cultivation of their friend- 
ships, not. the least fruitful of college 
“results,” keep the rest employed. It 
does .seem strange, though, .. that 
navies and armies, fights, sieges, war 
before the living eye, don’t interest 
them. What is formal written his- 
tory, the pressed leaves of past action, 
compared with history made momen- 
tously and terribly and heroically 
while you look on? The past’ seldom 
can seem real. The actual history 
before us can be comprehended, Its 
gauge; its scale, its atmosphere, can 
be ‘comprehended. Even with all the 
inaccuracies,. guesses, lies, censor- 
ships, we dare say the contemporary 
daily record is just about as faithfui 
to the facts as the solemn fiction 
ceremoniously called ‘ history.’’ 

The ingenuous youth of the colleges 
need to read the newspapers and not 
to confine their attention to the 
“sporting pages” thereof. A great 
comprshensive course in European, 
Asian, and African modern geography, 
politics, art of war, political economy, 
and so on, is given every day. Why 
should it be lost to the collegians, and 
not to the reat of us?

FINDS ANCIENT RUINS. 


Colorado Scientist Reports Discove- 
ries in Mexican Canons. 


Special to The New York Times. 
DENVER, Jan. 11.—The discovery of 
an immense archaeological field hitherto 
unknown to science in the San Juan 
region of New Mexico, not far south of 
the Colorado line, is reported by Pro- 
fessor Earl H- Morris of the University 
of Colorado. 
Professor Morris found many ruins in 
the Cafions Carriso, Gubernador, « and 
Frances. They até of more récent date 
than the Mesa Verde and Aztec ruins. 
The ruins were evidently at’ one time 
forts in the steep-terraced cafions. Many 
implements of metal were discovered. 
Professor Morris believes that the peo- 
ple who occupied these ruins were of 
the Zuni family, although this remains 
to be determined after the pottery 
found in the ruins has been restored. 
“The people,’’ Professor Morris said, 
“did not follow the practice of bury- 
ing their dead in the débris of their 
dwellings, like many of the cliff dwell- 
ers, but generally dug a deep cistern- 
grave, somewhat small at the top 
a bottle. Thése graves were then 
su bjected to a baking process, wood 
being burned in. them until the clay 
walls were baked hard. Then the bodies 
were put in and the top was sealed 
with logs and flat slabs of stone. The 
skeletons found in these garves were 
in an: excellent state of preservation. 
In one’ grave we found upward of 
20,000 beads, glass, and shell, and on 
top of this grave were at least fifty 
pieces of pottery.”
